rather fight on, after two shots each

The president has allowed tho.-e ncai 
him to know that it is Ins intention tc 
exempt quite a num ber of place* now 
cove re I by e l -President 
Cleveland’s

Hr has been strongly advised to 
take this action im m ediately.

lican senators urge it a* necessary tc 
meet the strong opposition to the law 
m anifested in congress. 
The president 
has gone so far as to intim ate that he 
will consider the proposed new rules 
during the holidays. 
These rules, as at 
present contem plated, will 
take out 
from civil service protection bonded of­ 
ficers. such as deputy collectors of ens 
toms, deputy collectors of internal reve­ 
nue, deputy m arshals, assistant district 
attorneys, assistant subtreasurers and 
some executive chiefs of bureaus. 
Tho strongest support of these modi ' 
fications, m at w hich baa m ore weight 
w ith the pr* -id- ut, perhaps, than the 
advice of 
congressmen, 
comes from 
members of the cabinet. 
The argum ent 
is made by the heads of departm ents 
that they ought to be allowed to seled 
the assistants upon whom they must 
rely for help in carrying out the policy 
of the adm inistration. 
The proposed 
rules will remove from civil service pro­ 
tection several thousand officers.
